The substantial increase in the value of imports, 
as compared with August 1939, was due essentially 
to larger imports of raw materials and of articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured, the groups mainl) 
affected being wool, iron and steel, non-ferrous 
metals and vehicles. While exports were smaller, 
those to comparable areas were considerably greater 
than a year ago, and 10 of the 21 groups of manu- 
factures showed increases, despite the loss of certain 
markets. Exports of beverages, cocoa preparations 
and tobacco were also larger. The decrease in total 
exports was mostly in respect of food and raw 
materials.

In Southern Rhodesia the value of imports has re- 
covered from the heavy decline of the first months of 
the war. Northern Rhodesia has imported more 
from her neighbours and less directly from oversea. 
Nyasaland’s imports increased rapidly after the 
March quarter. Exports from all three territories 
in 1940 have exceeded those in corresponding periods 
of 1939. The principai crops are favourably reported 
upon. The many incaleulable factors in merchan- 
dising have, however, caused a marked disinclina- 
tion to place orders oversea.

The Board of Trade announce that arrangemeats 
have been made by which the following goods, if 
consigned from Eire, are, as from 21 September 1940, 
subject to individual licensing :— 

Furniture made wholly or mainly of wood. 


Wool, raw, of sheep and lambs. 


This does not apply to goods which are proved to 
the satisfaction of H.M. Customs and Excise to have 
been dispatched to the United Kingdom before 21 Sep- 
tember 1940 and which are imported into this country 
before 21 November 1940.

FRESH FRUIT FROM EIRE

The Board of Trade announce that at the request of 
the Ministry of Food arrangements have been made 
by which fresh fruit (other than damsons and wild 
fruit) consigned from Bire are, as from 24 September 
1940, subject to individual licensing. 








Separate licences are not, however, required for 
goods which are proved to the satisfaction of H.M. 
Customs and Excise to have been dispatched to the 
United Kingdom before 24 September and which are 
imported into this country before 24 November 1940.

CONTROL OF FLAX 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of I"lax 
(No, 10) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1664, pric 
1d.), which came into operation on 19 September 1940. 

The great bulk of the 1939 flax crop of Northern Ireland 
has been sold to the Government, but a few farmers have 
refrained from scutching their straw or held back the fibre 
produced. The Order requires holders of flax straw grow! 
in 1939 and earlier to scutch it by 31 November 1940 or 
to sell such straw to the Minister for £6 a ton. Holders 
of flax fibre produced from seed sown in Northern Treland 
before 1 January 1940 must sell that fibre to the Minister 
at the 1939 flax prices. 

The Order also prohibits the sale of fibre produced from 
seed sown after 1 January 1940 to any purchaser other 
than the Minister of Supply.

Both imports and exports were higher in August 
than in July, by £8-0 million and £1:4 million, respec- 
tively, but the value of re-exports declined by £0°4 
million. The excess of imports over exports accord- 
ingly rose by £7-1 million to £61°1 million, the com- 
parable figure for August 1939 being £39-5 million. 
For the first eight months of the year the rise was 
from £256 million to £458 million and for the first 
year of the war from £376 million to £603 million. 


Imports, valued at £95-0 million, were £13°9 million 
more than in August 1939. This was due essentially 
to larger imports of raw materials and of articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured, the groups mainly 
affected being wool, iron and steel, non-ferrous metals 
and vehicles. Whereas the rise for raw materials was 
fairly general, the effect of import restrictions is shown 
by a number of groups of manufactured articles. The 
rise of £80 million compared with July was mainly 
due to an increase of £5:1 million in imports of food, 
drink and tobacco, which were relatively low in the 
preceding month. Grain and flour and meat each rose 
by over £5 million, while imports of dairy produce fell 
by £16 million. Imports of raw materials rose by 
£0-7 million, there being a striking increase in imports 
of wood and timber and a reduction in the value of 
the wool imported. The rise of £2°4 million for manu- 
factured articles was nearly all due to much larger im- 
ports of iron and steel, which rose from £3°2 million 
to £5°4 million, a figure without previous parallel. 
Imports of paper and cardboard and machinery were 
also considerably larger than in July, but there was a 
substantial reduction for non-ferrous metals from the 
high July total. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods amounted to 








£326 million, which is £1-4 million more than in July 
but £4°5 million less than in August 1939; of this £44 
inillion, however, about £34 million was in respect of 
food and raw materials and under £1 million in respect 
of manufactured articles. For trade with comparable 
ureas exports last month were considerably greater than 
a year ago. In comparison with July there was a fall 
of £05 million in exports of raw materials, resulting 
mainly from much reduced exports of coal—£1,218,000 
as against £1,753,000. Exports of manufactured 
articles rose by rather over £2 million, there being a 
recovery in each of the groups of metal goods from 
the figures for July. The major increase was £0:8 
million in respect of machinery, but exports of elec- 
trical goods and apparatus rose by £216,000, non- 
ferrous metals by £148,000 and iron and steel by 
£111,000. In the textile groups there were increases 
of £334,000 for cotton goods and £154,000 for woollen 
and worsted goods. 


Notwithstanding the loss of certain markets, ten of 
the twenty-one groups of manufactured articles showed 
increases compared with a year earlier; of these, those 
for electrical goods and apparatus, cutlery, hardware, 
ete., silk and artificial silk goods, chemicals, drugs, 
etc., paper and cardboard, and miscellaneous manu- 
factures continued to show the steady rise recorded 
throughout this year. Exports of beverages and cocoa 
preparations and of tobacco also exceeded those in 
August 1939. 


The value of re-exports fell to £1°4 million from £1:8 
million in July, the value in August 1939 being £4°5 
million. The only change of importance in relation to 
July was a fali from £630,000 to £254,000 in re-exports 
of undressed hides and skins.

THE RHODESIAS AND NYASALAND 
ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


\Vith reference to the article under the above head- 
ng appearing in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
24 March last (pages 340-1),-His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioner at Salisbury has now forwarded further in- 
formation regarding economic conditions in the Rhode- 
sus and Nyasaland during the early months of the 
current year. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


In Southern Rhodesia the value of imports has re- 
covered from the very substantial decline of the first 
months of the war. Average monthly imports since the 
heginning of 1939 have been as follows :—

The disappearance of the demand for capital goods 
no doubt accounts partly for the reduced share of the 
trade now enjoyed by the United Kingdom, but it is 
certain that manufacturers in the Union of South 
Africa have, in war conditions, obtained business that 
formerly went to Britain. India is probably supplying 
considerably larger quantities of cotton piece-goods 
than before the war. 


Gold has been partly responsible for the substantial 
increase in the value of exports since the outbreak of 
war. The value of exports for January-June 1940 
amounted to £6,641,227, as compared with £5,548,553 
for the corresponding period of 1939. Principal crops 
are having a good season, while the maize crop is much 
larger than normal and provides a substantial export- 
able surplus. At the tobacco auction sales over 30 
million Ibs. of flue-cured tobacco had been sold up to 
8 August at an average price of 12:8d. per lb. ; this com- 
pares with 20 million lbs. at an average price of 10°16d. 
per lb. at the same date last year. 


NORTHERN RHODESIA 


In Northern Rhodesia there has been very little 
variation in the total value of imports, but quantities 
are probably lower than last year. Average monthly 
imports until April, the last month for which figures 
are available, were as follows :—

Northern Rhodesia is also importing more of her re- 
quirements from her neighbours. During the first nine 
months of 1939 35:4 per cent. of the imports into the 
Colony were produced in either the Union of South 
Africa or Southern Rhodesia. In the last quarter of 
1939 this figure rose to 48°7, and it has been even 
higher this year. Only 28-7 per cent. of the imports 
came directly from oversea during the first four, months 
of 1940. 


Copper has been entirely responsible for the sub- 
stantial increase in the value of exports since the out- 
break of war. Total exports for the period January- 
April 1940 were £4,361,220 as compared with 
£3,245,787 during the corresponding period of 1939. 


The principal crops of the Colony are having a good 
season, and the tobacco crop has sold well. 








NYASALAND 


Average monthly imports into Nyasaland since 
January 1939 have been as follows: —

There was thus a marked increase in arrivals during 
the second quarter of the year and, although official 
figures are not yet available for July, there is evidence 
that imports are on a yet larger scale. The execution 
of long outstanding orders is largely responsible for this 
and stocks of many lines threaten to become abnormally 
heavy. 


In this Colony, where cotton piece-goods are prac- 
tically the only commodity imported on a large scale, 
accounting as they do for one-quarter of the value of 
the total imports, there are no official figures showing 
the direction of the imports this year, but the intro- 
duction of Import Control in the Protectorate has had 
the effect of diverting the cotton trade from Japan to 
India. Imports for the small European population are 
not important, but some United Kingdom suppliers 
have lost trade in Nyasaland through the restrictions 
on imports of goods (and particularly groceries) that 
can be obtained from South Africa. 


Exports from Nyasaland during the period January 
to May 1940 amounted to £365,515 as compared with 
£360,462 during the corresponding period of 1939. 


Principal crops are having a good season, and the 
tobacco crop has sold well. 


TRADE 


Although any serious reduction in the spending 
capacity of the population is not obvious at present, 
the many incalculable factors in merchanting have 
caused a very marked disinclination to order from over- 
sea. Many agents of United Kingdom manufacturers 
have taken practically no orders during the last two 
months from the wholesale merchants dealing in Kaffir 
truck. These merchants appear to have decided on a 
policy of minimum stocks until oversea prices are more 
settled and delivery dates more certain. The proba- 
bility of much heavier taxation and the uncertainty re- 
garding the control of local prices also influence the 
present policy.

clear that the goods are sent for storage only and 
that the retailer acquires no interest in the goods, 
despite the fact that he may have given an order to 
the wholesaler for similar goods. This arrangement 
must be evidenced by an exchange of letters or a 
contract in writing. If the goods so stored are at 
any time appropriated to an order placed by the 
retailer they will be considered to be ‘‘ supplied ”’ 
at the time of the appropriation.

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BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
FLUORESCENT AND PHOSPHORESCENT 
PAINTS FOR A.R.P. PURPOSES 


The British Standards Institution has recently pub- 
lished a revision of BS/ARP 18, Fluorescent and Phos- 
phorescent Paints for A.R.P. Purposes. This Specifica- 
tion was originally published in December 1939, and is 
one of a large number of Specifications for A.R.P. pur- 
poses published at the request of the Ministry of Home 
Security by the Institution since the outbreak of war. 


The main points of difference between the latest issue of 
the specification and the earlier edition are the extension 
of the specification to cover paints other than those giving 
a greenish light and the inclusion of a simpler form of 
brightness test as an alternative to the visual brightness 
photometer method. The latter, it was always realised, has 
proved difficult for laboratories not specially equipped for 
the work of measuring brightness of the order of 0-001 
equivalent foot candle. Another interesting feature is the 
adoption for the purposes of this specification of a unit 
referred to as effective brightness which takes the place of 
the more usual unit of equivalent foot candle.

SOUTH AFRICA

General business at the larger centres of the Union re- 
mains steady. Conditions in the secondary industries are 
unchanged, and reports indicate that raw materials are 
coming forward satisfactorily. No improvement is evident 
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in the building industry. The value of building plans 
passed by the larger centres of the Union in August was 
about £480,000, as compared with £1,324,000 in August 
1939. Farming conditions are unchanged but general pros- 
pects are more favourable owing to an improvement in the 
outlook for wool farmers as a result of the renewal of the 
agreement covering the sale of the wool clip to the United 
Kingdom. A report issued by- the Department of Agricul- 
ture states that the brown locust position in August was 
unchanged. Swarms of red locusts were reported in Natal, 
Zululand and a few areas in the Transvaal. 


FurtHer Recorp TRANSVAAL GoLtp Ovurputr 


The Transvaal gold output in August (27 working days) 
was 1,199,699 fine ozs., with a value, including the premium 
on the basis of £8 8s. per fine oz., of £10,077,472, as com- 
pared with 1,101,573 fine ozs., with a value, on the basis 
of £7 8s. per fine oz., of £8,151,640 in August 1939 (27 
working days). The output and value for August 1940 
constitute records. The average daily output decreased by 
1,549 fine ozs. to 44,433. ; 

Railway earnings from 11 August to 7 September 
amounted to £2,832,650, as compared with £2,711,814 for 
the corresponding period in 1939.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


A YEAR OF WAR AND SOME OF ITS 
KFFECTS ON TRADE 


At the close of its first year, the war in Kurope appears 
to have had fewer adverse effects on current business con- 
ditions in this country than might have been expected, 
states the ‘‘ Guaranty Survey ” (Guaranty Trust Company 
of New York). Its consequences have been highly irregular 
and, in some directions, distinctly unfavourable. On the 
whole, however, its influence has probably been stimulating 
rather than otherwise. 


Unfortunately, these partly favourable effects are of minor 
significance in comparison with the sweeping and permanent 
readjustments that the war is likely to entail. Both the 
iature and the extent of these prospective changes will 
depend largely on the duration and outcome of the conflict. 
It seems inevitable, however, that the war must eventually 
bring American busimess face to face with some of the 
most difficult problems with which it has ever had to deal. 


PuHases oF War INrLUENCES 


rom the day it began the war has had a strong influence 
on economic conditions in the United States. Its first effects 
were mainly psychological and were most clearly reflected 
in price movements. There followed a rapid expansion of 
demand for some American products both on the part of 
belligerent and neutral countries. This, in turn, has been 
succeeded by the virtual elimination of most European 
nations as markets and sources of supply and by the in- 
auguration of the huge defence programme at home. 


All these successive phases have been accompanied by a 
continuation and acceleration of the large-scale gold inflow 
that had been under way for more than five years before 
the beginning of hostilities—a movement that seems 
destined to have far-reaching influence in the shaping of 
watt financial readjustments in the United States and 
abroad. 


Errects on ComMopity PRICES 


Among the earliest reactions in the United States to the 
outbreak of the war was a sudden rise of commodity prices. 
Markets here evidently reflected anticipation of the bel- 
ligerents’ need for indefinitely large quantities of materials

directly or indirectly required in the business of making 
war, interruption or curtailment of ordinary production 
incident to military mobilisation by the warring nations, 
and disruption and readjustment of the trade of neutral 
countries as well. With relatively few commodities not 
sharing the prompt appreciation, wholesale prices, as 
measured by the Bureau of Labour Statistics index, ad- 
vanced in September 1939 from 75-0 to 79-1 per cent. of 
the 1926 average. 

After a slight further advance in October, the index has 
moved irregularly down to 77-7 for July of this year. 
Although not all important price movements during the 
last twelve months may be properly regarded as effects of 
the war, few significant changes in American economic 
factors can be attributed to the war’s influences with less 
reservation than can the course of commodity values. 


A possible repetition of the great inflation of prices that 
accompanied the world war has been feared in some quar- 
ters, and visions of some such development were indicated 
by the sudden wave of speculative buying in the first weeks 
of the current conflict. While there is no complete assur- 
ance that inflationary influences in American commodity 
markets will remain well restrained for the duration of the 
war, perhaps more concern is now felt regarding poten- 
tialities in the opposite direction—the further curtailment 
of effective demand for American merchandise in many 
foreign markets and consequent depression of prices. 


INCREASE IN Foreign TRADE 


American foreign trade in the war period, despite the 
grave disturbance of international commerce as a whole, 
has exceeded the comparable totals a year earlier, and the 
expansion of exports has been greater than the gain in 
imports. Exports during the first ten months of the war 
amounted to 887 million dollars more than the correspond- 
ing sum twelve months earlier. The import total registered 
a similar increase of 385 million dols. 


Influenced by numerous emergency regulations abroad in 
support of war policies and special commercial programmes, 
by blockades and other interference with international 
trade, and by its own neutrality measures, the commerce 
of the United States has undergone many shifts in the 
relative proportions of various commodities exchanged and 
in the geographical distribution of the trade. Exports to 
Europe have increased sharply, while imports from that 
continent have declined. Both branches of trade with 
Western Hemisphere countries have increased, exports 
much more markedly than imports. In the trade with Asia, 
on the other hand, the increase in imports has exceeded 
that in exports. Even more widely divergent trends of 
trade with individual countries have been recorded. The 
result is a present geographical distribution of American 
foreign commerce that presumably will have to undergo 
extensive readjustment when peace is finally restored. 
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Trade and Industry—Continued 


Broad changes in the composition of the trade as well as 
shifts in its geographical proportions have occurred. Ex- 
ports of agricultural products during the first six months 
of 1940, for example, were 32 per cent. greater in value 
than a year before, while the gain for all other commodi- 
ties was 48 per cent. Commodities classifiable as war 
materials account, of course, for the major expansion of 
the export trade; the 1940 half-year total for six such 
commodities—aircraft, non-ferrous metals, steel manufac- 
tures, metal-working machinery, munitions and industrial 
chemicals—was 132 per cent. more than the comparable 
amount last year. 


Moperate ReEvivat in Domestic BUSINESS 


Necessarily, conditions in American domestic business 
have reflected current and prospective changes in the 
country’s foreign trade, although cause and effect in most 
instances cannot be precisely correlated. Before the war 
began a rather vigorous revival of general business activity 
was in progress. The advance was sharply accelerated in 
the early war months, the new seasonally adjusted Federal 
Reserve index of industrial production reaching a peak of 
126 in December, as against 104 in August and 97 in April 
and May of last year. 

In what degree war influences contributed to this result 
cannot be accurately determined. Nor can such factors 
he precisely related to the succeeding drop in the index 
this year to 111 for April, or to the more recent renewed 
advanece—-to 121 for June. The marked expansion in 
foreign trade during the war months, however, suggests 
that the hostilities in Europe have probably had a stimu- 
lating influence on American business activity as a whole. 


EFFECTS ON AGRICULTURAL Exports 


Kiffects of the war on American agriculture have been 
variously evidenced. Since aggregate exports of United 
States agricultural commodities during the first ten months 
of the war were 22 per cent. greater in physical quantity 
than a year earlier, it would appear that foreign sales of 
American farm products had been stimulated by the war’s 
influence. Substantial expansion, however, was confined 
to a few commodities. The increase in shipments of cotton 
alone was 93 per cent. Combined exports of farm products 
other than cotton declined 29 per cent., despite the gains 
shown for some items—pork, for example. A special in- 
fluence on sales of cotton was the export subsidy that for 
a time gave the American product a more favourable price 
position in international markets than it had held for 
several years. Shipments of cotton, pork and lard have 
declined in recent months. Exports of leaf tobacco in the 
ten-month period were equal to less than half of the value 
a year earlier, reflecting especially the suspension of 
British purchases of the American product. And exports 
of wheat and flour also declined drastically.

RECENT BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAT, 


CONDITIONS 


The fortnightly cable received by the London Office of 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New York reports that 
‘further broadening of business activity was indicated.”’ 
The seasonally adjusted index of the ‘“ New York Times ”’ 
for the week ended 7 September was 105-8 per cent. of the 
estimated normal, the preceding week being 105°3 and a 
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year ago 97-2. There was a drop in the unadjusted index 
of the ‘‘ Journal of Commerce ”’ to 101-6 per cent. of the 
1927-29 average, from 108-4 the week before. This move- 
ment reflected the holiday influence. 


Retail trade in the week ended 14 September maintained 
an accelerated pace, the estimated advance over a year 
ago being from 5 to 10 per cent. Department store sales 
for the preceding week were 11 per cent. above that of a 
year ago. 

Steel ingot production last week was scheduled at 92-9 
per cent. of capacity, the indicated output being 1,420,000 
tons, as compared with an all-time peak of 1,443,600 tons 
during the final week of last November. 


Automobile production for the week ended 14 September 
was 63,240 units, as against 39,665 the week before and 
42,445 a year ago. 

Railway freight loadings for the first week in September 
(including the holiday) were 695,258 cars, the preceding 
week showing 768,821 cars, the maximum for the year to 
date and 7-3 per cent. above a year ago. 

Bank debits (except inter-bank) of the leading cities 
for the 13-week period ended 11 September were 1 per cent. 
below those of a year earlier. 

Crude oil production in the week ended 7 September aver- 
aged 3,623,850 barrels daily, being only 450 barrels below 
the estimated requirement, as against 156,350 barrels the 
week before. The average daily output of bituminous coal 
for the same period was 1,585,000 tons, as against the 
preceding week of 1,517,000 tons and 1,525,000 tons a 
year ago. 

Engineering construction contracts awarded for the 
week ended 12 September were 36 per cent. above those 
of a year before. Total contracts of 37 States for August 
were valued at 414,941,000 dollars, being the maximum 
since June 1930 and 33 per cent. above a year ago. 

The output of electricity in the first week in Septembe: 
declined contraseasonally, but was a gain over a year ago 
of 7-5 per cent. and 10-3 per cent. the week before. 

Cotton mill activity during the same period declined 
more than seasonally; the ‘‘New York Times” adjusted 
index was 133-5, as against 138-4 the preceding week and 
129-4 a year ago. 

Business failures in the week ended 5 September were 
177, the week before showing 229 and a year ago 209. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended 14 September was 81-8, the 
preceding week being 82-0, as against the year’s low of 81-0 
during the third week in August. 

Excess reserves of member banks rose 50 million dols.
